Factor for Success 

“So far as concerns shipments to 
satin the movement is rendered 
possible by use of the Panama canal, 
and it gives opportunity of expand- 
ing on a steadily increasing scale. 
If this happens, the result can be 
only beneficial to those portions of 
our western provinces directly affect- 
ed, while another. great Canadian 
ocean port is in the making outdis- 
tancing, possibly, all Pacific and gulf 
ports in the near future as a grain 
exporting centre. Thus will be add- 
ed another factor insuing further 
prosperity and success in Western 
Canada, the reaction to which will be 
felt even as far distant as we are 
here in Montreal. 

“A chief factor in developing the 
export of grain through Vancouver 
appears to be the securing of dif- 
ferential rail rates from these wheat- 
growing regions ovef the mountains 
to tidewater. When the movement 


C! becomes established and these rates 


stabilized there will be found some- 
where in that territory a point of 
equilibrium from —which it will be 
more profitable to wey via Vancou- 
ver than via Montreal;.that is, all 
grain will move more naturally to 
Vancouver from points west of that 
line, and as naturally towards the St. 
Lawrence from all points east of it. 


No Apprehension 

“Some apprehension has been ex- 
pressed as to the effect of the de- 
velopment of a Pacific port of exit, 
via Panama, for western grain upon 
the fortunes of the port of Montreal. 
The commissioners are convinced 
that not only is there not the slight- 
est ground for such apprehension, 
but that such development can only 
add to the profit and advantage of 
every Canadian interest. 

“It is confidently believed that no 
dislocation whatever in the volume 
of traffic arising in the direction of 
the St. Lawrence route can possibly 
result. The producing area from 
which this route derives its traffic is 
so extensive as to make it certain 
that our problem here in each suc- 
ceeding season will be kept abreast 
of expansion.” 


ROCKEFELLER THE 
GREATEST OF ALL 
PHILANTHROPISTS 


In twenty years the Rockefeller 
endowed philanthropic funds have 
paid out or pledged (with cash in 
hand to fulfill the pledges) an aggre- 
gate of $186,832,574. This fact is 
brought out in connection with the 
recent issuing of the first report of 
the Laura Spelamnn_ Rockefeller 
Memorial. The capital contained in 
the Rockefeller trust funds for phil- 
anthropy is to-day $383,278,041, in- 
cluding an estimated $15,000,000 for 
the Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research. The Laura Spelman Rock- 
efeller Memorial is shown, in its re- 
port, to have distributed $9,361,871 
from its founding, four years ago, 
down to the end of 1922, The Rocke- 
feller Foundation has disbursed $76,- 
757,040 in its ten years of existence. 
The total amount of gifts of the third 
big Rockefeller donating ordaniza- 
tion, the General Education Board, is 
$97, 216, 774 in payments or pledges. 

In Memory of His Wife 

Chronologically, the Laura Spel- 
man Rockefeller Memorial is the last 
of the four important Rockefeller 
funds. Its purposes are charitable 
and philanthropic. The recent sum- 
mary of its work, covering the period 
up to December 31st, 1922, showed 
that the total income to date was 
$13,605,048.85. In addition to the act- 
ual distribution of $9,361,871.12, the 
memorial promised $3,496,888.66, to 
be paid on the fulfiillment of condi- 
tions. After the deduction of $43,- 
861.81 for admisistrative expenses, 
there was a margin of income over 
outgo to the extent of $721,427.26, 
As in all the Rockefeller funds, the 
directors have the privilege of spend- 
ing the principal as well as the inter- 
est. Each of the Rockefeller funds is 


{operated independently. These bene- 


factions represent a total investment 
of approximately four-fifths of the 
$500,000,000 which John D. Rocke- 
feller put into charitable and _phil- 
anthropic work up to 1921. Accord- 
ing to official figures down to date, 
the principal represented in the 
Laura Spelman Rockefeller Memorial 
is $73,875,457.37. The principal of the 
704,624, but from this principal $17,- 
500,000 has been given, in addition 
to gifts from interest, the residue 
principal being $165, 204,624. 
Millions for Education 

The General Education Board's 
last report, for the year ending June 
30th, 1922, showed that from its 
foundation its appropriations of $53,- 
569,022 to 297 educational institu- 
tions required the beneficiaries to 
raise $190,137,914 more for the cause 
of education, These were general en- 
dowments, aside from special gifts to 
schools of education and medicine, 
In the year covered by the report the 
appropriations from the general and 
teachers’ salary funds were $5,124,- 
083, given to sixty-five institutions, 
which agreed to raise $9,981,667 
more. A twenty year review shows 
that the board has paid $44,772.573 
besides appropriating $52,444,200 
more to be paid as conditions are 
filled, an aggregate of $97,216,773, 
The purpose of the Rockefeller 
Foundation is “to promote the well- 
being of mankind throughout the 
world,”

Threshers’ Licenses 


A total of 4,700 threshers’ licens- 
es have been issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture up to date. This 
is 1,000 more than those registered 
last year. It is expected the regis- 


trations will total 5,000. Those own- 
ers of separators who have not re- 
gistered are asked to do so at once. 
They are also asked to send in their 
ae of threshing as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Provincial Revenue 


A considerable increase in revenue 
from motor licenses has been record- 
ed this year. The total received to 
date this year has been $729, 410, 
which is about $10,000 in excess al- 
ready of the amount estimated at the 
beginning of the year. 

The revenue from the gasoline tax 

has also been fairly good, and it is 
anticipated that the estimate of $225,- 
000, will be almost reached. In the 
nine months more than $185,000 has 
been collected, with the receipts for 
October, always a heavy month, still 
to come in. 
The amusement tax revenue also 
shows a considerable increase, the 
figures for the first months of this 
year being $144,264, an increase of 
$17,492 over the same period of last 
year. 


Good Business for Seed Plant 


Production of pure seed grain in 
the province of Alberta has become 
stimulated to such an extent, through 
the efforts of the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculture and the seed 
growers’ association, that practi- 
cally 50,000 bushels of pure seed will 
be handled through the agricultural 
department’s co-operativt seed clean- 
ing plant this season, in comparison 
with the 16,000 bushels handled last 
season, the first year of the plant’s 
operation, 

So successful was the operation of 
the plant in its initial season, that 
applications were received this year 
from registered seed growers for 
more than 140,000 bushels to be 
handled through the plant. The capa- 
city of the plant at present, however, 
will permit only the handling of ap- 
prozimately 50,000 bushels during 
the season, 

The plant will commence operat- 
ions for the season this week. It is 
acknowledged to be one of the most 
modern types of seed cleaning plants 
on the continent. Its operation on a 
co-operative basis has so encouraged 
the production of pure seed that 
there are now over 600 registered 
seed growers in the province, with 
the number growing every season.
